Selection is personal. Boycott is a social 
pressure designed to destroy the will of a 
free man. 
F"or example: You may say that you will 
not read a certain writer because you do 
not like him. That is your complete right 
as a free person. You need give no expla­ 
nation. Freedom of choice—selectivity—is 
an essential American right. 
When, however, a group, a 
m a s s 
or 
mob, or even the government organizes to 
prevent you from making your own selec­ 
tion. it is an infringement of your freedom 
of choice and may even he a violation of 
your constitutional rights. Of course, there 
are many conflicts of views of this subject 
and even conflicting laws. 
The boycott is a social pressure by an 
articulate group to enforce its will on oth­ 
ers. I am opposed to the b o y c o 11 as un- 
American in all its characteristics. 
It 
is 
also illegal. Those who engage in it are li­ 
able to damages. Apart from its legal as­ 
pects, which in courts 
often 
b e c o m e 
cloudy, the boycott is immoral, as murder 
is immoral, because it involves the s u p ­ 
pression of free choice by force and coer­ 
cion. It is anti-social because it results in 
the boycotted boycotting the boycot t e r-— 
which starts a ring-around-rosy. 
Arthur Rubinstein, a pianist, who refused 
to play with the Chicago symphony if Furt- 
waengler led it, also announced t h a t he 
would not play with any orchestra t h a t 
used Gieseking as a soloist. Cer t a i n I v, 
Rubinstein was well within his rights 
to 
make such a choice. Here are Rubinstein’s 
words on the subject: 
“Free to perform or not to p e r f o r m 
wherever I choose, I advised all con c e r t 1 
managers that I would not appear on any 
series with Gieseking. I cannot, and 
will 
not, associate in any way with a Nazi. With 
typical hauteur, Gieseking, himself, h a d 
told me in 1938 that he was a Nazi.” 
Rubinstein is entitled to refuse to associ­ 
ate with a Nazi just as I refuse to associate 
with a Communist, but when Rubinst e i n 
participates in or encourages a boycott of; 
another artist, he should recog n i z e the 
fact that it is a truism of all this business 
that the boycotted, in time, organize to 
have the boycotters boycotted. Rubinstein, I 
in his statement, says: 
“Without recourse to any other form of 
persuasion, I gave concert managers the 
choice—Gieseking or me.” 
I am not an expert on pianists. However, I 
the world could survive and the piano be 
well played without the services of either 
Gieseking or Rubinstein. I recall such art­ 
ists as Paderewski, de Pachmann, 
Rach­ 
maninoff. to whom I listened before G iese-< 
king or Rubinstein appeared on the scene. 
De Pachmann was more than a pianist; he 
was a vogue. He spoke while he played and 
often bawled at the audience. W h e n he 
played Chopin, young musicians would act 
like bobby-soxers listening to Sinatra. Then 
he could play no more.

survive, too. It is amazing how each gen­ 
eration has its own “greatest” and knows 
nothing of its predecessors.

Yet Washington may be returning to his 
own. The past year has witnessed the pub­ 
lication ot the first two volumes of a work 
which ultimately will encompass at least 
six and which will be the first satisfactory 
life of our first president.

for his lar; e-scale studies of Gen. 
Robert 
E. Lee and his lieutenants. Not so m a n y 
Americans will read this as should, but it 
will be read by teachers and w r I t e r s of 
popular books about Washington, and thus 
knowledge will seep down to the rest of us. 
And the more we know of George Washing­ 
ton, the rn* re we will feel the truth of the 
rid eulof v, “First in war. first in p e a c e, 
and first in the hearts of his countrymen” .
